SIR JOHN BOWRING ON THE CHINESE BARBARITIES.

“My dear Sir, —I doubt not that it will be a gratification to my Manx friends 
to hear from the bes! authority that we are all reeovered from the effects of the 
poison, of whieh several hundred persous partook ou the bith of January.

| BGecret societies never wholly cease to exist in France, but the present is one 


that was formed about fourteen mouths ago, and the object was to make an 
attempt on the Emperor’s person. It was, in point of tact, a Gunpowder Plot. 
A person, whose name it is not necessary to mention. a silk weaver by trade, and 
a fanatic in politics, conceived the notion of blowing up the Empcror while he 
was sitting in his box at the Théatre Frangais. The modern Catesby proeceded 
to London, to communicate his plan to persons from whom he expected to re- 
ceive encouragement and assistance. After a conterence with them he returned 
to France, and soow after again repaired to Londo to arrange the final opera- 
tions. In the meantime one of his Lordon friends, bel eving he had reason to 
suspect that the Freach Catesby was in rea'ity a secret agent of the authorities 
sent toentrap him, gave information to the English police. When ‘Catesby ’ 
heard of this fact he became furious, and, anticipating the aenunciation, re- 
turned hastily to Paris, revealed the plot to the French authorities, and de- 
nounced his accomplices. He, «ith about thirty persons, was at once taken into 
custody. It seems that a plan of the part of the theatre where the Emoperer 1s 
wont to sit, as well as of the external parts contiguous, was made, Barrels of 
powder were to be deposited immediately under the box, a train laid on, which 
was to be carried outside, and the mine was to be sprung while the attention of 
the Emperor aud the audience was absorbed by the representation.”

Joshua Atkinson, of Roscrea, who succeeded in obtaining between 80 and 100 
barrels of potatoes, and a large quantity of barley. There was an advance in 
prices, which was attributed to Mr Atkinson’s appearance as a competitor, and 
this caused much disquiet in the minds of the lower classes. Coasequeutiy, 
about seven o’clock in the evening, when Mr. Atkinson was about to remove the 
potatoes and barley, the cars were stopped, the drivers maltreated, the sacks 
containing the potatoes ent n, and the potatoes strewn about the streets. The 
police were assanited with stones, and during the nélée the women, who were 
most active, converted their inner garments into bags, and succeeded 1 cur.

Wages have risen, but «len we state that the higiest 
rates do not exceed £20 a year, emigration on a considerable scale will not he 
thought surprising.

THE MANCHESTER EXHIBITION. 


Tue time is now drawing near when the contents of the great exhi- 
bition of Art Treasures of the United Kingdom, collected together at 
Manchester, chiefly through the instrumentality and energy of Mr. 
John Deane, the acting commissioner of the unde rtaking, will be submitted 
to the inspection of the public. We have good grouncs for asserting that 
the event will more than realise all previous conception of the value 
and grandeur of this national collection. During the last ten or twelve 
months there has been collected together such a memorable display of ar- 
tistic wealth and magnificence as deserve to be visited by the whole 


| of the world, and to be recorded in its most dignified history. The more 
| distinguished and illustrious among our countrymen have aided to de- 


monstrite the fact that in the contents of its art galleries, this country 
surpasses every other, and the great mass of the people, for once, will have 
an opportunity, which may never again recur, of making a general ac- 
quaintance with these hitherto scattered and secluded treasures. The re- 
sult of the general co-operation is an assemblage of immortal works, which 
will, on inspection, be found to be as marvellous as it is extensive. 

On the Sth of May, the Exhibition wili be opened to the British publie. 
On that day Prince Albert, in the absence of the Queen, will take part 
in the ceremony. fis Royal Highness will be received at the prinetpal 
entrance by a guard of honour, and be conducted to the reception= 
toom, near the entrance of the building, from which, after the lap e 
o! a few minutes, he will emerge in a procession formed of the mem- 
bers of his suite, the executive committee, and the principal officials 
of the Exhibition, and will walk, thus accompanied, up the great hall 
to the defs in the centre transept. There an address will be presented by 
the chairman of the committee, and another by the Mayor of Manchester, 
in the name of the corporate authorities. The Prince will then proceed 
to inspect the various galleries of pictures, and the court of Oriental pro- 
ductions—a promenade which will embrace nearly every portion of the build- 
ing. ‘Tne Prince will then return to the transept, and formally declare the 
Exhibition opened, after which he will retire with the same ceremony as

formers, will exeente a selection of appropriate music, and at intervals 
the grand organ will send its swelling tones through the building Our 
readers will torm some notion of the importance of this Exhibition when 
we state that the property in the palace is estimated at the enor ous 
sum of £4,000,000, or double the value of the whole contents of the 
Crystal Palace in Hyde Park. 

Of all the varied treasures of which the Exhibition will boast, the gallery 
of modern paintings wil doubtless be the most attractive to visitors, The 
laborious and ditlicult task of arranging these pictures has been entrusted to 
Mr. Creswick, R.A.jand Mr Augustus Kzg,A.R.A, The collection consists 
of works from the year 1700 to the present time, including pictures by Rey- 
nolds, Gainsborough, Wilson, Lawrence, West, Wilkie, Euty, and Turner, 
besides a multitude by living artists. Indeed, every noted private gallery 
in the kingdom has contributed its one, two, three, or more pictures, and 
every varity and shade of excellence receive ample, even protuse, illustra- 
tion. Here are ex'ibited many of the best pictures which have graced the 
galleries of the Royal Academy for a number of years past, and the 
various beauties of which are consequently familiar to all who have a taste 
for art. The visitor will not ful to recognise as old favourites the 
“Dignity and Impudence,” the “Life in the Old D rg,” the “Carrying 
Home the Deer,” the “Stag at Bay,” the “Alexander and Diogenes,” of 
Land-eer ; the “Battle of Rovoredo,” the “Wreck,” the “ Bidassoa,” the 
“Sr, Michael’s Mount,” of ‘Stanfield; the “ Heloise,” the “ Pilgrims in 
Sight of Rome,” the “ Christ Weeping over Jerusalem,” of Eastlake ; the 
“Travelling Druggist,” the “ Wolf and the Lamb,” the “Barber's Shop.” 
by Mulready; the “Una and the Wood Nymphs,” the “ Sirens,” by 
Frost ; the “ Autumn Leaves,” by Millais ; tlie “ Dome and the Luterior of 
St. Stephen's, Vieuna,” by Roberts; the “ Awakening Conscience,” and 
the “Stray Sheep,” by Hunt, and hundreds oi others which it is un- 
necessary to enumerate, 

In the gallery of ancient pictures, which has been placed under the con- 
trol of Mr. Scharf, the earliest specimens of the art are arranged at the 
west end; and ou the southern wall the attempt is being made to exhibit 
an unbroken course of Tiulian art, showing its progress from the most pri- 
mitive attempts to the more perfect development of a later period. Amongst 
these specimens are the productions of the early Florentine school, cating as 
far back as the year 1400. Taen, parallel with these, on the north, or op- 
(including is shown the progress of German art and that of otuer schools 
posite wall, tlemish, French, and English pictures), beginning from the same 
period. Thus the works of John van Eyek are to be found in juxta-position 
with | hose of Angelico de iesole and Masaccio. From the works of this early 
period, the progress of art on the north wall passes to the glorious produc- 
tions of Rubens, which are placed opposite those of Guido and Vandyke, 
whose works are found opposite to the Spanish portraiture of Velasquez. 
At this period, the cour-e of Itahan art, on the south wall, is inevitably 
broken by the Spanish, A distinct compartment is reserved for Murillo, 
and in various of the bays hetween the different rooms are to be speeimens 
marking transition periods of art. With some few exceptions, the pictures 
exhibited in this gallery extend over a period ot three centuries, pamely — 
from the yar 1400 to 1700. 

The portraits are arranged down each side of the central hall of the 
building, The selection and disposition of these has been committed to 
the care of Mr. Peter Cunningham, and chronological and historieal order 
will prevail in their arrangement. The object aimed at is to exhibit the por- 
traits of the principal charaeters im English history and biography, and 
those of each reign will commence with the sovereigns themselves, he- 
ginning with that of Richard IL., the earliest painted portrait England, 
and ending, of course, with Queen Victoria, Around the Chandos por- 
trait of Shakspeare will be grouped the portraits of his contemporaries 
and companions, and in similar fashion the vera effegies of the more dis- 
tinguished of the Cavaliers will be placed in juxta-position with the most 
celebrated Roundheads. 

Beneath these portraits will be displayed fine examples of carved and 
inlaid furniture, and in the centre of the nave will be disposed some choice 
specimens of modern seulpture, with glasscases containing carvings in 
ivory, gems, works in enamel, specimens of glass and porcelain, ex- 
amples of the goldsmith’s art arranged in between. This depertancat of 
the Exhibition is under the direction of Mr. J. B. Waring.

AN OLD FOXHUNTER—SIR 

TATTON SYKES. 

At the close of the hunting 
season, our readers will not 
think it amiss if we present them 
with a portrait of one of the truest 
and most enthusiastic sportsmen 
of whom England can boast, in the 
person of Sir ‘Tatton Sykes, a 
zealous supporter of the turf, and 
among the oldest masters of fox- 
hounds in the kingdom. 

The country which, until a few 
seasons back, has been hunted by 
Sir Tatton, was formerly in the 
hands of Lord Carlisle, Mr. Osbal- 
diston, Lord Middleton, and 
Faversham, Mr. Deghy Legard, 
and then by Sir Mark Sykes, who 
hunted it jointly with his brother 
Sir Tatton, for a period of fifteen 
years, Since Sir Mark’s decease, 
in the year 1815, it has been re- 
gularly hunted by Sir Tatton, 
excepting for two seasons, we 
believe, 1832, 1833, when Lord 
Middleton hunted it. The pack 
was kept at Sir Tatton’s sole ex- 
pense, and with Carter (a pupil of 
the renowned Maynell) for his 
huntsmen, he showed a succession 
of sport rarely equalled, hunting 
at one time four days a week, but 
subsequently three, and when in 
his seventy-seventh year, no man 
living approaching that age, and 
few many years his juniors, could 
cross the Wolds of Yorkshire in 
as forward a place as could Sir 
Tatton. 

Sir Tatton Sykes formerly re- 
sided at Westow, near Whitfield, 
where he occupied a large farm,

frame, has enabled him to un 
dergo fatigue, and perform feat 

that few men could have encoun 
tered, When requested to ride a 
race, Whether the meeting was 
twenty miles off, or two hundred, 
Sir ‘Tatton set distance at de- 
fiance. lis mode of travelling 
was characteristic of the map. 
With a clean shirt in his pocket, 
his racing-jacket under lis waist- 
coat, and a pair of overalls cover- 
ing his breeches, he jumped on 
one of his thorough-bred hacks, 
and showed what blood, game, 
and high condition will achieve 
on the part of man or horse. 

On one occasion, Sir Tatton 
thus travelled as far as Aberdeen 
to ride a horse for the late Duke 
of Gordon, then Marquis ot 
Hluntly, and immediately after 
the race set off back for Don- 
easter, SGL miles, where he ar- 
rive d in time to see bor win the 
St. Leger, a race Sir Tatton has 
never failed seeing since the year 
1791, excepting ouce, when ill- 
ness prevented him from wit- 
nessing the dead heat between 
E iclid and Charles the Twelfth. 
Sir Tatton on another oceasion 
made an Aberdeen journey to 
ride a horse. Yet with all these 
long journeys, performed on 
horseback, there is no kinder a 
master to a horse than is Sir 
Tatton. 

Among the many anecdotes 
that might be brough forward to 
show his presence of mind and 
quickness of thought, we may 
mention that, on one occasion, 
when riding at Doneaster, his 
horse bolted, and fell over the 
rails, and burst the girths at 
the same time. Sir Tatton got 
him back into the course, bor- 
rowed a great-coat to conceal his 
jacket, and, bare-backed, came 
nearly unperceived up to the 
other horse, who was quietly 
walking in, and was within a 
fair chance of winning the race.

CATHCART'S HILL, 

Mr. Curtis has contributed an interesting model of the Cemetery on 
Catheart’s Hill to the well-known United Service Museum, It is a present 
which combives a private interest with a pubhe one to the giver—for Mr. 
Cortis bas a son buried in the sp.t of which he has furnished this inter- 
esting record. 

Catheart’s Hill, as everybody knows, derived its name from the gallant 
Catheart—soldier and scholar—who met his death there—the scion 
of a line of heroes, who died like a hero, It was a “rectangular 
mound” (to borrow Mr. Russell's expression), in front of the Fourth 
Division camp, and commanded a view of nearly the whole position of the 
attack. Here stood the flag of the division, a red and white burgee, near 
which look-out men were stationed ; and here—that is to say, close by— 
stood the marquee of the General and the tents of his Stuff. The name 
was first bestowed on the place frou the faet that Cathcart used it as his 
look-out station, and will long be remembered in connection with his la- 
mentuble death. Windham was close beside him when he fell. 

There are buried in this interesting spot, besides Cathcart, General 
Strangways, Brigadier Goldie, Col. Swynie, and Col. Seymour ; and the many 
gentlemen less known, but worthy o! high honour, whose raves the reader 
sees before him. In order to assist the reader, however, in comprehending 
our engraving, we desire to impress the following directions upon him :—

THE POST-OFFICE REPORT FOR 1856. 

Tue Postmaster General's third annual report, for the year 1856, has just been 
printed. The following ure some of the most interesting passages :— 

fhe uumber of post offices in the United Kingdom was increased last year by 
8¢8, making the «hole present number 10 866, : = 

Lhe revision of the posts in the rural districts, including on additional force of 
letter carriers, lias now been vearly completed; and it appears by accounts kent 
since the commencement of the revision (1861), that at an annual expense of 
about £42,000, provision has been made for a free delivery of more than 300,000 
letters per week (not to speak of newspspers and books), which formerly could 
be obtained only by application at the offiee «indow, : ; 

Piiar letier boxes unving been found very acceptable to the public, their num- 
ber has been considerably increascd 

Public co operation im adding district initials to the letters has been readily 
accorded. Alvendy about 65,000 letters datly, or one-third of those posted within 
the London districts, are so addr ssel; as are also a large numover of letters 
from tie country, though + ot ims) great a proportion, 

An improvement in the sireet no venclature of the metropolis is strongly ad- 
voentcd; much inconvenience and delay are said to arise from the endless re- 
petition of names wi the map o! Loudon now presente. 

Daring the list year fifty-two additional towns were provided with day mails 
to or from the metropolis of one or other of the three parts of the kingdom, and 
some of the toans with mails in both directions. There mails have also given 
more frequent posta! communication between many provincial towns. 

The privilege ot the book post bas been extende 60 as ty include printed letters 
equa ly with other printed matter. 

Pour hondrred and se enty-eiyvlit millions of letters were delivered in the United 
Kingdom mm 1856. As compyred with the previous year, this number slows an 
increase of 22,000,000; and as compared with the year previous to the introduc- 
tion of the penny postage (1839), an increase (omitting franks) of 402,000,000, or 
more than six-fold. 

The 1ucrease in the correspondence with India, consequent on the reduction of 
postave from 1s. to 6d., made in the beginumg of the year, is already equal to 
more than one-'hird of the whole; the mererse being from about 800 000 letters 
to newly 1,400,000. There has bern a further in rease of more than 260,000 
letters in thy correspondence between the Uniied Kingdom and France; and of 
about 125,000 letters in the correspondence with the United States. 

The nuiober of newspapers which passed through the Post Office is estimated 
at 71,900,000, 

The number of letters returned to the writers last year, owing to failure in 
attempts to deliver them, was the same as inthe previous year, viz, about 
2,400,000, ov about Lin 200 of the whole number posted. About 650,000 pews. 
papers also were undelivered, bemg about 1 in 129 of the whole number.

formerly ; every such letter (exeept those from abroad) being opened, re-directed, 
and re-posted ou the day of its arrival at the Returned Letter Office, 


A Revence Curren Run Down in tut THAMES—Loss OF SevEN Lives. — 
About three o’clock ov Thursday morving her Majesty’s revenue cutter Curlew 
wasrun down by the Autwerpen Steam Navigavon Cumpany’s stearer Baron 
Osy, Captain Peirce, frow Autwerp, with the loss of all her Aes except one. 
The Curlew was a fine smart cutter, of thirty-six tons, asd was stationed on the 
Sheerness district. She was in charge of Mr. William Shepherd, an experienced 
officer in the service, and in the course of Wednesday had been out cruising, 
Late in the evening of that day she brought up in company with the Fly, another 
cutter, near the Mouse Light, and rather out of the course of vessels passing 
through the fairway of the Channel. The usual «ateh was leit on deck, and the 
cutter lay at her anchor in apparent safety until bet+een two and three o'clock, 
when. accorcing to the statement of the ouly survivor of her crew, a man vamed 
Hawking, without she least war ing the steamer bore dosn on the Curlew and 
struck her with considerable force on the quarter.

Tux. property qualification of a Member of Parliament was settled by an 
Act of Parliament. 1 & 2 Vict.,¢. 48. By this act every knight of the 
shire must have £600 a year, in real or persoual propery, or both; and a 
citizen or burgess must have half the amount, or £300 a year. B fore the 
| net was passed, it was recessary that the property should be in land, There 

are exceptions, however, to this requirement, viz., Members for the Univer- 

sities of Oxford, Cambridge, and Trinity College, Dublin, aud eldest sous of 
| peers and heirs-apparent of peers, and of persons qualified to be knights of 
the shire, need no property qualification. There is also no property quali- 
fication m Scotland. ‘This is the law; but it is well known that in every 
Parliament it is evaded, and that in many cases the property qualification 
is not bond fide; but, on the contrary, many Members do get iuto the 
House, and keep there, who notoriously have no such amount of property 
| of their own as £600 or £300 a year. How, then, do they manage to 
evade the law? Weill! it is done somewhat in this fashion :—A. is elected 
Member of Parliament; but having no money, or not sufficient of his own, 
he applies to his iriend B., and he (B.) makes over by deed to A. the re- 
| quired amount, But is it really given? Certainly not; for, at the same 
time, A. also signs a deed, binding himself, under sufficient penalties, never 
to require the payment of the money given by B.; and this deed of gift is 
presented on A.’s entrance into the Llouse to take his seat, as his ualifica- 
tion; and as on the face of it it is a genuine instrument, it is su ered to 
pass, though of course it is well known that it is in reality a fiction. Then, 
in fact, there is no property qualification PW ell, it does really amount to 
that; but then the Act of Parliament is not entirely inoperative ; for if it 
does no more it does this; to wit, it makes it absolutely necessary, if a 
Member has no qualification of his own, that he shall be in such a position 
in society a8 to be able to get some wealthy friend to give him one. Siill, 
it is a sirange state of things; and as the law is thus constantly evaded, | 
and as no mischief has ensued from there being vo property qualification | 
in Scottand, in all probability “the coming Reform Bill” will eweep the 
property qualification for English and Trish Members entirely away. 

DISQUALIFICATIONS, 

No Aliens can sit in the British Parliament, he act of 12 & 18

45, it is 
declared that “any person who shall, directly or indirectly, himself or by 
any one in trust for him, undertake any contract with a Government 
department, shall be incap»ble of being elected, or of sitting or voting, 
during the time he shall hold such contract, or any share thereof, or any 
benefit or emolument arising from the same.” And the penalties for the | 
intringement are £500 a day; and the Act also imposes £500 penalty on 
any person who shall admit a Member of the House of Commons to a 
share of a Government contract. Fortunately the Act does not affect 
incorporated trading companies, contracting as such, or half the House 
wonle be disqualified ; and, with respect to Government loans, in ever 
Act of Parlament for effecting a loan a clause of indemnity is introduced. 
If it be asked whether these laws to prevent Government contractors sit- 
ting in the Hpuse are in operation, the answer is that they are, Indeed | 
they cannot be otherwise; for it is not required that the Crown legal 
sider should set them in motion, but any one may sue for the penalties, 
and it is in the highest degree dangerous for any ove to attempt to infringe | 
the law, Tn 1854, Sir Morton Peto became a contractor for the railway 
in the Crimea, but he immediately vacated his seat for Norwich; and in 
1855, when Mr. B. Price, the MP. for Gloucester, had ignorantly sat in 
the House alter having become a party to a contract, it was felt to be 
necessary to pass an Act of Indemnity, although the Hon. Member had 
renounced the contract when he discovered that the holding of it was 
incompatible with his being a Member of Parliament. 

Bankruptcy is a disqualification. But the law on this subject it rather 
enrious. On a Member becoming a bankrupt, he is required to abseut 
hinceelf from the House for a year, unless before the expiration of that 
period the bankruptey shall be superseded, or the ereditors paid to the full 
amount of theirdebts, At the end of the twelve months, if the bankruptcy 
be still in force, the Commissioner is required to certily the same to the 
Speaker, and the election of the Member is void. But there are no penal- 
ties for sitting and voting during the year, and no provision made for brings 
ing the bankruptey formally before the House. It seems, therefore, as if a 
bankrupt may sit and vote with impunity for the twelve months, unless he 
should be petitioved against. 

Fudges are disqualified, with the exception of the Master of the Rolls, 
and English and Scotch Peers; but Irish peers, unless elected 98 repre- 
sentative peers of Ireland, may sit for any place in Great B.itain. There 
are also many other disqualificatious, which: it is not necessary to enumerate, 


PRIVILEGE! PH#IVILEGE! 

We will not now go into aa detail of the “ privileges” of the House, 
for two reasons, In the first place, we should require the space of a volume; 
and, in the second place, nobody seems to know what these privileges are 
All we shall do, therefore, is just to touch upon thet most interesting pri- 
vilege—“ Freedom from arrest.” About this there can be no doubt—that 
while a gentleman is a Member of Parliament, he cannot be arrested for 
debt ; for whalst Parliament is citting he cannot be touched, nor ean he be 
for forty days after a prorogation, nor for forty days before the day ap- 
pointed for next meeting; and as Parliament is now never prorogued for 
so loug a period as eighty days, he is entirely safe. Some people have 
| wondered what those repeated prorogations during the vacation mean; and 
| why her Majesty does not prorogue from the time that the House breaks 

up until the time when they are ready to meet again—say from August Ist 
| to January 30th. Well, perhaps a cause is discoverable here: from August 
| 1st to January 80th would comprise more than eighty days /

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THE LOUNGER AT THE CLUBS. 

‘T'nE present successes and future prospects of the two Operas being the 
subjects most discussed in society at the present dull same, it may be as 
weil to concentrate and reproduce the various ramours and opinions that 
are afloat respecting them, The opinious of professional crities on such 
matters have necessarily a certain amount of weight; but L think it will 
be found that the general public (by which, in opera matters, I mean that 
class of society which thinks it a bounden duty to show itself with tolerable 
regularity at one or other house), is usually guided more by spoken than 
written criticism, more by the verdict of the club and the drawing-room 
than the dictum of the press. 

Although, of course, each management has its respective partisans, 
T think it will be found that Mr. Lumley has the ear of the public. 
Restricted to the small dimensions of the Lyceum Theatre, Mr. Gye has no 
opportunity of exercising that admirable taste in scenic effect and decora- 
tion which was the principal cause of the préstige at Covent Garden. Lis 
right hand in such matters, Mr Augu-tus [arris, must find himself sadly 
cramped for went of space; indeed, the prodnetion of such operas 4s 
“Les Huguenots” and “Le Prophdte” in all their pristine splendour of pro- 
cessions, groups, and scenery, is absolutely impossible. Moreover, although 
the London puble is wonderiully constant in some cases (witness the aami- 
ration and applause still bestowed upon Grisi, a friend of twenty years’ 
standing) ; yet it requires occasionally to be tickled with some novelty, 
some {rest excitement, which will give its members opportunity for conver- 
sation and interchange of ideas. This want has been this season fortu- 
nately supplied by Mr. Lumley in the production of Signor Giuglini,a tenor 
who, should his health and strength not forsake him, is calculated to take the 
highest rank in his profession, His face is good, not handsome, but intelligent 
and interesting, his eyes being specially brilliant and expressive, while his 
voice is delicious, clear, fine, aud possessing that almost inexpliesble quality, 
which is, perhaps, best expressed by the term “sympathetic”—tull of soft 
ripging votes which seem to penetrate and sink into the heart of the 
hearer, His rendering of the “Spirito Gentil” was perfection; and his 
action and singing at rhe end of the second act of “ La Favorita,” where 
he breaks the sword aad renounces his allegiance, showed that he possesses 
fire us well as pathos. Of Madame Spezia, public opinion is not so favour. 
able; her personal appearance is not prepossessing, and her voice lacks 
strength. In the last act, where Grisi’s wonderiul acting excites the audi- 
ence to a pitch of brea'hless interest, it was almost impossible to work up 
a sensation; and whatever emotion the audience showed was certainly 
excited, not by Madame Spezia, but by Signor Ginglini. [fv Mr. Lamley 
will not overwork him, this gentleman will prove to be the finest tenor that 
has for many years been heard im London, with the exception of Mario; 
and as he has youth on his side, it is very probable that with practice and 
experience he may ovtstrip even Mario flimself, Malle, Pocehini, who is 
playing Esmeraida, is a spirited, airy, quaint li tle davsense, with ove or 
two pretty and nove: steps, great confidence, and sprighthness, but, oh!

THE ATTEMPT TO BURN THE “ COMUS.” 

In the “ Illustrated Times,” of April 11, we told how the Chinese, in 
spired by the festival of the new year, had made an attempt to burn and 
destroy her Majesty's ship Comwus. With a strong breeze biowing and the 
tide iu their favour, our pyrolechuie enemies launched two lirve junks, 
which had previously been converted into fire-ships by moans of a cargo of 
inflammable materials, saturated with oil and seasoned with guopowder. 
The Comus was moored head and stern in the main branch of the river, 
when down came the fire-ships upon her—and the experiment nearly sne- 
ceeded. Both the junks came heavily on to the Comms; but wile one 
fortunately carried away the spanker boom and so got clear of ler 
Majesty’s ship, the other, which was all conflagration fore and aft, was only 
kept off the vessel by her fire-boom. At length the Comus got clear, but 
not without some damage, and very distinct fire-marks. 

A sketch of this affair having been sent to us, we engrave it on the fol- 
lowing page.

The world did not take much notice of Mallows Cray in the year 
eighteen hundred and nine ; and in revenge, the Mallows Crayfish took 
not the slightest notice of the world; nor had they taken much, it was 
said, for many centuries’past. They had very little leaning towards politics, 
save as regarded a general hatred for the French, of whose violent invasion 
of England in general and Mallows Cray in particular, the wise men of the 

lage (parish clerk, schoolmaster, and fat innkeeper) were in continuous

and anxious expectation, ‘They were much attached to the Lord Bishop 
of Bosfursus, who had a country seat (delightfully old, picturesque, and 
haunted) some five miles away, and did much cosy, old-fashioned good among 
the villagers. And they believed very strongly in butcher's meat, of which, 
from their tenderest years, they consumed vast quantities; it being even 
a tradition among sundry of the men of Mallow that the raw beetsteak 
was the most nourishing food for a newly-weaned babe, and that a nursing 
mother could not have too much roast leg of mutton. Beef, in its normal 
and cud-chewing condition, they reared with great success; the green hole 
sirt about by fat farms, where farmers as fat raised corpulent crops, 
and flocks of obese sheep perspired under weighty fleeces, Two or three 
very wealthy squires, together with the Lord Bishop, were the territorial 
suzerains of the Mallow land ; and as they were liberal of butcher's meat 
and October beer on rent-days, the Crayfish paid their rents very clieer- 
fully. Men lived to a prodigious age in Mallows Cray. There was no 
pauperism to speak of; for if a Crayfish fell into difficulties in the Cray, 
the villagers either indignantly kicked him out of the happy valley, or he 
“flitted,” as it was called, of his own accord, paying nobody, and being 
heard of no more, As for gipsies and tramps, they knew better than trou- 
ble Mallows Cray much or often; for the natives regarded them all as “ fo- 
reigners,” and a3 naturally akin to the French; and as they not only had 
stocks, and cage, and whipping-post, and all the will to use them, for their 
coercion, hut likewise incited the village boys to pelt all foreigners with 
stones, the tramps and the people of Egypt gave Mallows Cray a wide 
berth, and placed cabalistic diagrams of turf sods at the corners of the road 
leading to the village, warning, in the hieroglyphics of the vagrant protes- 
sion, their brother beggars and Bohemians that the Crayfish were a bad 
lot, and that the less they had to do with them the better. 

There were pleasing poets at Mallows Cray, who wrote epitaphs for one 
another, in staggering rather than halting lines. These poets ate butcher’s 
meat, and drank pots of cyder occasionally for wagers. ‘They fought, too, 
sometimes, very fiercely and savagely, not only at fisticuffs among them- 
selves, but in the way of cock-fighting, dog-fighting, and badger-drawing.

There had been a town-bull in Mallow’s Cray once, and in remoter ages a 
town-bear, for sporting purposes, which had been put down, according to 
rumour, by Oliver Cromwell, whose memory on that account was hated by 
old and young. There was a capital school-house, with a famous old 
schoolmaster not quite blind, and not quite deaf, who wore silver buckles 
in his shoes, taught the children a little, and thrashed them much. The 
villagers married early, and after short courtships—a good, hearty meat 
tea being the usual premier pas in amatory matters, and a declaration in 
the form of a decorous tickling of the adored object in a hay-feld the cul- 
mination, ‘They believed in ghosts, witchcraft, wart-charming, fortune- 
telling, and dream-construing. They went to bed early, and rose earlier ; 
they went to church, and to sleep in it, once a week, and played at bowls 
afterwards ; they made no fortunes, but had good wages, ate and drank 
heartily, had large families, smoked long pipes, danced at Christmas and 
Harvest time, and were sufficiently happy in their generation. 

Peaceful and peaceable they were certainly ; although in 1809 the world 
was convulsed by wars and rumours of wars ; and there were hundreds of hills 
and valleys all over the world that were running with rivers, not of limpid 
water, but of blood. Now and then, a mysterious potentate called the 
King of Rooshia came accidentally on the tapis, or rather on the sanded 
floor of the village inn-parlour ; and every now and then the dreaded and 
detested name of “ Boney,” seldom amplitied into “ Boneypartey,” was used 
by mothers to frighten troublesome children ; by quarrelling boys asa term 
of insulting derision ; by the three wise men of the village, as a clincher 
to the argument that the French must certainly invade England and 
Mallows Cray soon. When a recruiting party came down into the little 
green, punchbowl of a place, which was of very rare occurrence, the 
Village lasses stared a while at the red coats and streaming ribbons, and in 
temporary agitation of mind, cooked the meals badly for the next twenty- 
four hours or so; but his Majesty’s Onetyonth, or Old Hundreth regiment 
of foot, took no hearts as they marched away from the girls they left behind 
them. The village lads listened to the rub-a-dub of the drums, the en- 
livening tootings of the fifes, and the seductive oratory of the Sergeant Kite 
of the party, with broad grins and wide-staring eyes ; but they steadily 
refused to partake of refreshment with the gallant sons of Mars on these 
cecasions, and to all enticements to take the King’s shilling, shook 
their shock-heads, and answered, “ Naw, naw! It wor time to ger hard 
knocks whun the French kum and ger hard knocks to thun ;” which, in 
the Mallows Cray vernacular, meant that they didn’t see the fun of going 
to Spain to be shot, and preferred shooting or being shot on their own 
hearths and in their own homes. The only exception made to this repu- 
diation» f the military service of the country, was of course when the 
periodical ballots for the militia took place, and then they bought them- 
selves and each other off with all convenient speed ; and again when any 
one of the village families was troubled with a black sheep, in the form of
